In exercise of the powers vested in it under Clauses 
thh) of Sub-Section ( 2) of Section 49 of the 
Life Insurance < orporation Act. 1956, and with the pre- 
vj^us approval of the Central. Government,, the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India makes the- following 
amendments to the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
(Staff) Regulation’., I960: 

Schedule II : 

( 1) Against Regulations 66 and 6K, under the column 
“Extent of Power” the figuie ”500” appearing in 
■ 3rd entry shall he substituted by the Figure 
"575". Similarly the figures "500” and “900" 
appearing in 4lh entry shall he substituted by 
the figures ‘”575” and "1100” respectivel> . 

. (2) Against Regulations 69(4) under the column 'Ex- 
tent of Power” the existing entry against the 
Authority “ZM” shall be substituted as under : 

“In respect of employees belonging to Classes IT, 
III and IV and C'las^ 1 Officers appointed to 
grades for which the minimum is Rs. 400 or 
more but less than Rs. 575, in the Zone, where 
extraordinary leave has been taken on account ot 
- illness supported by medical certificate"

(3) The undermentioned Note may- be added at‘ thfc 
end of paragraph 1 

"Note : The Managing Directors or Executive 
Directors or Zonal Managers or Chief Internal 
Auditor may allow’ an employee to travel by a 
class higher than that by which he is entitled to 
travel by train, il the circumstances of the case 
so require.” 

<4) The definition of the family appearing in para 5 
headed “Mode erf travel for employee and family” 
may be modified as under : 

"For the purpose of this schedule “Family*’ of an 
employee means wife and dependants. Dependants 
mean legitimate children, step-children, parents, 
brothers and unmanned or widowed sisters who 
are residing with* and dependenl upon the em- 
ployee. An adopted child shall be considered to 
be a legitimate child if under the personal law of 
the employee adoption is legally recognised as 
conferring on il (he status of a natural child. Any 
other relative dependent upon the employee shall 
not be considered as it dependant for the purpose 
of this Schedule”.
